The vote on the peace treaty with 
Germany was 217 for ratification, none 
against and one abstention—that of

Only the formal act of the French 
executive {s now required to bring into 
effect the second ratification of the 
three required ratifications by princ!- 
pal Allied and Associated powers, 
Great Britain havmg already com- 
pleted ita ratification.

He says that 200 acres of Jand pro- 
ducing alfalfa and root crops will 
provide winter feeding for all the 
sheep that he can handle through 
the winter, 80 great is its fertility 
and its special adaptability to the rais- 
ing of clover. 

_ Mr. Burtleas, in the past few years 
has pastured sheep in ranches in 
Clare, Ogemaw, Iosco and other coun- 
ties and he says that he now knows 
what can be done in a big way, and 
he is going to do it. 

This last season he had a large 


flock on cutover lands near Prescott] filed, 


and last week he shipped from that 
point an entire train load of “feed- 
ers.’ The shipment wasso large for 
this section of the country, that the 
Northeastern Michigan Development 
Bureau had moving pictures taken of 
the process of loading and shipping 
the animals and these pictures, to- 
gether with some others taken on 
northeastern Michigan ranches will 
soon be shown in some of the movie 
theatres of this and-adjoining states. 

“The use of moving pictures to ad- 
vertise its farming possibilities has 
been carried on by the Canadian 
northwest for some time.” said Sec- 
retary Marston, of the Development 
Bureau. “and our views are going to 
show a diversity of possibilities in 
farming and ranching which are im- 
possible on the great Canadian lands 
and which cannot fail to attract the 
attention of the live ones in every 
farming community.”

The United States Civil Service in 
Washington, has called our ‘attention 
to the Civil Service opportunities for 
ex-service men, and has asked our 
co-operation in bringing this matter 
to their attention. Thinking this 
may be of interest to you, we are 
sending the following information for 
such use as you may desire to make 
of it: 

“Nearly ninety thousand persons 
will be engaged in the work of col- 
lecting the facts and figures about 
Uncle Sam’s gigantic family after 
January 2, 1920, as that is the date 
set for beginning the enumeration of 
the population of the United States. 
In this project nearly eighty thou- 
sand workers will be engaged in, field 
work, while a balance will comprise 
the Washington office force, where 
the tabulation, classification and sta- 
tistieal work will be done from the in- 
formation secured from representa- 
tives of the Census Bureau in the 
field. 

In this, as in every other Govern- 
ment activity, Soldiers, Sailors and 
Marines will be given preference in 
appointments. This is accomplished 
by giving gl] service men preference 
on the eligible list of the Civil Ser- 
vice register. The majority of the 
appointments of the Census Bureav 
are governed by the Civil service rules 
and regulations and the Civil Service 
commissioner announces an examina- 
tion for Census Bureau clerks on Oc- 
taber 18th and November 15th.” 

There are about 3,000 local Boards 
of examiners of the Civil Service in 
as many cities in the United States. 
These Boards have a complete liat of 
all Civil Service positions, and are 
posted up to date on all changes. 

It is thought you mght be inter- 
ested to know that a Veteran Prefer- 
ence bill has recently passed Con- 
gress, giving preference in original 
appointments in clerical and other 
positions in the Executive branch of 
the Government in the District of Co- 
lumbia or elsewhere to honorably dis- 
charged Soldiers, Sailors and Marines 
and widows of such, and to the wives 
of injured Soldiers, Sailors and Mar- 
ines who themselves are not qualified, 
but whose wives are qualified to hold 
such positions. Details of this bill 
ean be obtained through the local 
Board of Examiners of the Civi! Ser- 
vice commission. Appreciating your
